Frankfurt, Germany, April 26 


(/P)—An anti-Communist Federal 
Republic of Western Germany is 
duo to come into being this sum- 
mer. 


The west Gorman state, forged 


from the three allied occupation 
/ones, will have a populalion sec- 
ond only lo the Soviet Union on 
the 
European 
continent. 
More 


than <16,(JOU,000 people Jive within 
its borders. 


The final obstacles to formation 


of a Gorman republic Iron of mili- 
tary government were overcome 
in a momentous six-hour confer- 
ence last night between west Ger- 
man political leaders and the three 
western military governors. 
The announcement was made at 


u news conference by Gen. Lucius 
ID. Clay, American military gover- 
nor. 


Clay set the target datu for the 


birth of tho republic as July 15— 
four months aflci; the datu set last 
year by the western allies. 


The 
accord 
Ignores 
Russia, 


which occupies almost a third of 
the prewar Hutch. 
Tho republic 


will be made up of the individual 
German states in the American, 
British 
and French occupation 
ancs. 
Western German' leaders, while 


going along with the allies in for- 
mation ol' the republic, insist they 
want to sec all Germany united 
eventually. 


They theorize hopefully that a 


prosperous west Gorman state will 
prove u magnet to Germans in 
the Soviet none and kill any Rus- 
sian hopes of establishing a popu- 
lar Communist regime. 


Russia, which has been bitter 


in Its opposition to a seemingly 
final splitting of Germany, lius 
made many efforts 
lo prevent 


formation of a west Gorman state. 


Soviet Prime Minister Stalin at 


one time made postponement of 
formation oC the state and of the 
conditions for lifting of the Berlin 
blockade. 


And It might bo more than a 


mere coincidence -hat last night's 
announcement of un Allied-Ger- 
man accord on the republic was 
followed swiftly by n new Russian 
offer to lift the blockade 1C the 
Allies would set a dale for a Big 
Four foreign ministers' mooting on 
the German problem as a whole. 


The attempts tr fram a consti- 


tution to prepare for setting up 
the west German republic have 
bumped Into many knotty prob- 
lems. 
There were disagreements 


between the Allies and Hie Ger- 
mans and bitter arguments be- 
tween Germans of varying shades 
of political opinions. 


But the cloud that hung over 


the preparatory 
work was dis- 


pelled with a brief announcement 
from Clay: 


"We have reconciled all differ- 


ences 
between 
the 
occupation 


powers and the Germans, and the 
Germans have' reconciled all dif- 
ferences between themselves." 


Clay added that details of the 


accord would be made public in 
two or three clays. 
"We agreed i 


that the Germans will go back to 
Bonn and prepare the exact Ger- 
man wording of the agreement," 
he said,

Some foreign diplomats here 


said this offer was the firsf sign 
in months that some agreement 
might be possible between the 
East 
and the West, but they 


warned against either hasty op- 
timism or undue pessimism. One 
diplomat said the Soviet state- 
ment "holds a promise" which 
was worthy of consideration by 
the United' States, Britain and 
France. 


(The Soviet statement comes 
closer than in any previous over- 
tures to meeting the West's de- 
mand—that the blockade be lifted 
first before any four-power talks 
can be held on the future of Ger- 
many as a whole.

The asfiumptlon of every peopo at war is that 


Ihotr arms will loud lo victory. .But tho meaning 
ot victory Is often ambiguous. For Instance, in the 
Revolutionary War, victory for the Americans had 
to moan independence; but during the Civil War 
neither siclu could bo-of ever was sure oC what • 
victory would bring. In Worl.d War.l, victory meant 
the defeat o£ the Kaiser's Germany, but that, was 
Insufficient for Americans, so we' invented several 
goals—"tho war to end all wars," "the war to make 
the world safe for -democracy," "the fourteen 
points." \'ct alt those phrases, were surprisingly- 
meaningless in (hamsolvcs and therefore the vic- 
tory dissolved itself in an astonishingly short time 
Into a defeat and Into the need for a now war. 
World War-2 was fought without the terms ot 


victory. It was a blind date with destiny.. The 
most that could be said was "Down with Hitler, 
Mussolini and Tojo," minor figures on the historic 
scone. Conferences were called at Quebec, Moscow, 
Teheran, Cairo and Yalta "$0 discover what victory 
might moan. Yet the closest to a program for 
victory was the so-called Morgenthau Plan, which 
was at best a Carthaginian monstrosity, and the 
charter ot the United Nations, which laid the foun- 
dation of a world slate.

tary of defense'are willing to risk 
the loss of American .cities and arc 
unwilling to use aiiy .and every 
moans of (striking at enemy bases 
from which long-range bombers 
can take off, 
The simple truth is that In the 


next war it will be of little avail 
to use strategic bombing just to 
destroy the enemy's factories. It 
will be more important to destroy 
the enemy's stockpile. No country, 
however, is going to arrange its 
precious bombs in a neat little 
pile for any strategic air force to 
demolish but will disperse the 
bombs and'the bases as well as the 
factories.

Whether this represents the "valiant at- 


tempts of the Chinese Nationalists" is again 
a matter of opinion. Whether anything could 
have been done to assure a Nationalist vic- 
tory without dangerously compromising this 
country's position is something that will 
never bo known.
